nourable Extra&tion & had ſuitable EducatÞ- 

_ on. He was born at Huntingdon, April.25.inthe 
year 1599. and bred up in the famous Uni

will he wasa Student,there ——_ not foie Pre= 
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lagesof his future Greatneſs:neither was he then ſo 
much addicted to Speculation,as to Action,as was 
obſerved by his Tutor. After a good Proficien- . 
cie in the Univerſity, he&tame to London , where - 
he betook himſelf to the ſtudy of the Law in Zan-J 1 
colus-Inn ; that nothing might be wanting to make 
him a Compleat Gentleman, and a good Colmtrf : 
monwealths man. ne 
From thence he returned home again, wheref | 
his father Mr. Robert Cromwel(third Son of Sir Her. ly 
Cronel) had been dead ſome while before. There. 5 
for ſome time he ſpent his life not altogether freep . , 
fromthe wildneſles and follies incident to youth "a 
ful age, to the waſting of ſome part of that ſmallſ ; 1. 
eſtate his Father had left him. But growing tg 1. 
years of greater diſcretion and folidity he becamt ſpi 
as remarkable for his ſobriety and rehgiouſneſsY z;. 
as before for his vanity. Inſomuch that his Unklg 
(by bis mothers ſide } Sir Robert Steward mad} go. 
him his heir, and left him an Eſtate of four © "0 
five-hundred pounds a year. But before thts eltat( lity 
> came into his hands by the death of Sir Robert ©, 
"he married Elizabeth daughter to Sir Fames Bow ;5+. 
cher. And though at his firſt leaving off his ex} | 
travagancies he adhered to the Church of Englana 
frequenting withgreat devotion the publick at 
femblies; yet ina ſhort time he began to aſlociath 
himſelf with rhe Puritans, and to entertain thelſſ 
Preachers at his Houſe.

' He was a man whotly devoted: to his Countries 
Service, refolute- in his undertakings, and moſt 
faithful in the performance : with him, valoue 
ſeldome miſt its reward , nor cowardize. its pu- 
niſhment. When news was . brought him of a 
metamorphoſis in the State at home, he would 
then encourage the Sea-men to be moſt vigi- 
lant abroad: For ( ſaid he) *r5 not onr daty to mind 
State- Affairs, but to keep Foreigners from Fobne Hs.

Flanders being the Scene of War, wherein the 
united Forces of England and France did intend 
this Champaign to att mighty matters; in the 
beginning of May, D' Aumont a French Marſhal, 
hoping to get a good bargain, turns Merchant, 
and trucks for Offend. Money, as it overturns 
all things, was at this time made ufe of to cot- 
rupt the Noble blood of the Souldiers of that 
Garifon, and make them turn Traytors to this 
their truſt: but the ſequel will ſhew how far -ho- 
neſty is above treachery. The chief FaCftor that 


he having acquainted the Goyernour of Calice

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drove on this bargain, was one Colonel Spirmdeter : 
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that Oſtend was to be ſold, this Monſieurs 'tmouth 
preſently watered at the motion, and therefore 
acquaints the Court how a rich commodity was 
now offered to fale at a cheap rate. The French 


Grandees preſently bite at the bait, little donbt- 


ing the hook was danb'd over with this. pret- 
ty pretence, that the Governor, Magiſtrates and 
Citizens of Oftend, being grieved at the Engliſh 
keeping their Coaſt blockt up with Ships, to rid 
themſelves of this continual trouble, they would 
rather be under France, than remain any longer 
in their preſent condition. This motion bein 

made , they came to a price, and agreed upon
